Yet that is 
what we are being Invited to do by 
Mr. Babcock, of Wisronsin, and oth- 
ers tike him, who make our present 
industrial supremacy an argument 
for abandoning the fo'icy nuder 
which we have won out. The posi- 
tion taken is not a logical one, and 
the folly of it haa been made moat 
plain by the experience of Great Brit- 
ain. This is snrely a case in which 
there can be no doubt that it is the 
part ot wisdom to let well enough 
Slone — American Economist.

The New Tariff Would Handicap 
Her Manufacturers. 



Tbe Country Will Breathe Freer 
When That Fact is

The Tarifl schedules which have 
been prepared for submission to tbe 
Reichstag Increase the duties on near- 
ly all foodstuffs and on some manu- 
factured goods. Certain kinds of 
American machinery are evidently in 
the black btoks ot the author ol Ihe 
schedules. 

These proposed duties will have the 
hearty support ot tbe producers of 
German foodstuffs. The rye and 
wheat harvests will not be good this 
year. Higher duties wilt enable the 
farmers to charge more for what they 
save, and thus recover a part of their 
losses. Some manufactrers who are 
beginning to feel tbe piessure ot 
American competition in the home 
market will welcome a meosnre de- 
signed to keep out competing goods. 
Many manufacturers and all the 
workingmen and the middle classes 
will oppose legislation designed to 
make food dearer. 

It is not certain that tbe Reichstag 
will accept these acherlnles. It it docs 
the consumption in Germany of lome 
American proincta will be decreased, 
but the ability ol Germany to compete 
with the United States in neutral 
markets will be decreased also, and 
Germany, not the United States, will 
be tbe loser in the end. Cheap food 
and cheap tael arc tbe esaentials ol 
industrial success nowadays If it 
were possible for Germany ro to en- 
courage agriculture by prohibitive du- 
ties as to secure an adequste supply 
of cheap food produced at home, then 
these higher duties would be the 
means to a desirable end, but that end 
cannot be attained. Germany can- 
not be both a manntactnrlng and a 
self-feeding country. 

Necessarily tbe day must come 
when, if Germany is to be tbe great 
manufacturing country tbe skill and 
Intelligenee ol its people indicate that 
it shonid be, the German corn laws 
will be repealed, as tbe English corn 
laws were over half a century ago. 
Then the United States will have bet- 
ter cause tor tear of German competi- 
tion that it has now while German 
lawmakers Insist on handicapping 
their manufacturers. — Chicago Tri- 
bune. 



Prominent Republican members oi 
Congress have declared that there 
will be no tariff revision and no tariff 
agitation daring tbe sessions of the 
new Congress that auemblea tor its 
first session next December. This 
will be glad news to practically all the 
bnaineas interests of tbe country. 
Tariff agitation is always a menace to 
Indnstrial prosperity to the United 
States. There is no necessity for a 
general revision of the existing tariff 
law. The act may not be perfect in 
all its details; in fart, it la admitted 
that in some r espec ts it conid be 
changed with advantage to American 
interests, bat such changes can be ef- 
fected without alarming the country 
as the agitation incident to a threat- 
ened general revision would. 

Senators Hanna and Cnllom had an 
Interview with the Preaident at Can- 
ton a tew days ago, when there was sn 
Interchange of views concerning tbe 
legislation that ought to receive ron- 
slderation at tbe session of Congress 
next winter. The opinion woa freely 
expressed that the tariff question re- 
quired little it any attention, and that 
any attempt to start an agitation on 
that question should be promptly dis- 
couraged. There is no doubt as to 
the President's position. He is a 
thorough -going Protectionist, and be- 
lieves that the country owes Its pres- 
ent prosperity very largely to the 
Dingley tariff set, and that tbe only 
way to continue tbe conditions of 
prosperity is to continue in operation 
the policy which has led np to the 
present satisfactory conditions. 

In that opinion tbe country heartily 
and Inlly coincides with President 
McKinley. Within tbe past ten ytsrs 
we have bad three different tariff acts: 
First, the McKinley Isw; second, tbe 
Wilson -Gorman law; third, the Ding- 
ley law. Under the operations ol the 
first and third, which were enacted by 
Republican Congresses, in pursuance 
of tbe Protective tariff policy of the 
Republican party, the country erjoy- 
ed great prosperity. 



When the McKinley Tariff was en- 
acted one of tbe primary oljecta to be 
attained was the establishment of the 
tin plate industry. Up to that period 
the manufacture oi tin plate iu the 
United States was considered Impta-:- 
ticablc and unprofitable. All the tin 
plate used in this country was im- 
ported from Wslea. Millions were 
annually paid by American importers, 
while tin plate constituted one of tbe 
heaviest items among the American 
Imports. 

In 1890, when William Jennings 
Bryan made bis first campaign for a 
seat in Congress, and again In 1892, 
be boldly declared that the duty on 
tin plate was one of the most iniqui- 
tlons robberies ever perpetrated upon 
the nation and ridiculed the idea that 
there would ever be such a thing as a 
tin. plate industry in the United 
States. In speeches made by him 
and other Democratic leaders in the 
Honse during the diiicussions of the 
Wibon bill the same assertions were 
repeated, with the prediction that nc- 
body would livelong enongbt to see 
any considerable quantity oi tin plate 
made in America. 

These assertions have been contra- 
dicted most effectively in tbe great 
steel workers' strike now in progress. 
Amoug the establishments involved 
in the great strike are 249 tin plate 
mills, employing more than 22,000 
men.

One iscc in connection with tberi- 
cent drought must bave struck even 
tbe moat caaual obaeiver ol passing 
events. lit all the accounts that have 
come liom the West of crops burned 
np and expcctotlons disappointed, 
there has been no note ot despair. 

No fact Indicates tbe great advance 
tbe country has made during tbe post 
fire years more than Ibis t’ucs Let 
any one imagine, il he can, tbe resnlt 
of such a dionth as lb.st just ended 
coming in 1895 The country wss 
then laboring under tbe dissUrs 
brought on by G:over Clevelsnd'a 
low tariff policy. The prodnetion ol 
manufsetnres had been cut down in 
every dirtetion and in some Instances 
it had cessed entirely. Ifa!ong-coc- 
tlnned and widespread drought had 
occurred in tbe summer ot 1895, the 
loss and onffering entailed would have 
been almost incalculable. It would 
needed years to recover Irom it. 

Now, thanks to five years oi Pro- 
tection, tbe country is rich. It has a 
large reserve force which it can draw 
upon in cose of need. Consequently 
tbe loss in crops by the recent drought 
wll! not mean a redaction to poverty 
os it would have done in 1895, but on- 
ly a reduction of tbe expected deposit 
in tbe savings bank by the laimer 
and tbe workingman. This can be 
borne without complaint. And that 
la why there Is no note ot despair In 
Western comment on tbe drought. — 
Philadelphia Press. 



It has leaked out here, says tbe Chi 
cago Inter Ocean, that one of the Chi- 
cago Banks was recently swindled out 
ol fyo.ooo in cosh In a skillfnl ra.m- 
ner. An effort is being made to keep 
the matter a secret and not even tbe 
name ot the bank is given. It seems 
that a depositcr of several years stand- 
ing appeared a few days ago in the 
bank president's office with a draft on 
a London bank for jCH,<ko, which was 
perfectly goid. The depositor In- 
formed tbe president that he Icsired 
to deposit this London draft and at 
the same time check against it, pre- 
aenting a check lor thirty Ihonsand 
dollars for the president to O. K. The 
latter pnt his iuitUlson it and thought 
nothing nl it. Tbe depositor then 
went out into tbe bank and deposited 
bis I.4>ndon draft and on tbe following 
day presented a check for fyo.ooo 
which was paid, tbe teller kr-owlng 
tbe siuonnt was to his credit on tbe 
books. Later in Ihe day be again ap- 
peared at tbe window and presented 
the check for jiyo.ooo which had been 
O. K. by the president. This check 
was also [lald. Nothing mote baa 
since been seen of the depositor.

How Things Crow in Hawaii. 

How great are tbe posatbllitirs of 
Hawaii ss a Irult and vegetable glow- 
ing conntiy will be understood when 
It becomea known that f»ar crops of 
potatoes bave been produced in suc- 
cession on the tame piece ol land 
within twelve months. Rsddishts 
become edible In ten days alter sow- 
ing. Strawberry vines bear Iruit all 
the year. The berries are of the fin- 
est flavor. 

Cabbage grows all tbe year and it 
makes little difference apparently 
whether it ia planted in the apring, 
anmmer, anlnm or winter. Parsley 
once aown grows torever. Lima beans 
continue to grow end bear for over a 
year, and they have to be gathered 
every week alter starting to bear. 
Cucumbers bear the ertlre year, and 
so do tomatoes, which, with proper 
attention, grow tor years. Raspber- 
ries bear for six months. 

Pineapples come into bearing when 
the plants are alx months old and 
bear in abundance tor years. Lettuce 
can be plat t-^l at any time and it de- 
velops quickly. The same ia true of 
celery.
